to the walls and carpet. 

The Barkers then discovered that 
crude posters repeating the mali¬ 
cious allegations and signed ‘Con¬ 
cerned Parent’, had been tacked to 
the front doors of neighbouring 
flats and distributed around The 
Stow. Cars parked along their street 
had similar notes placed under 
windscreen wipers. 

But the name scrawled across 
the couple’s front door and on the 
posters was not that of Mr Barker 
(54), who is convinced he was tar¬ 
geted by mistake. 

Fearhil of further attacks and 
desperate to clear his name, the 
worried electrician contacted the 
Star to protest his innocence. 

“This was a cruel case of mis¬ 
taken identity,” he said. “This gang 
of vigilantes probably thought they 
were doing some good but they got 


the wrong flat. Now I’m worried 
that we’ve been put in real danger. 

“You can’t imagine what it was 
like to wake up and find that filth 
all over your front door. My heart 
just sank. 

“What if they come back and 
next time it’s petrol they put 
through the letterbox? I just can’t 
believe this has happened to us, it’s 
terrifying.” 

Essex Police confirmed that Mr 
Barker was not suspected of any 
wrongdoing and are investigating 
the damage to the property. 

“This would seem to be a case of 
mistaken identity that has caused 
great upset to those targeted,” a 
police spokeswoman told the Star. 

“If anybody has any information 
regarding the incident they should 
contact their local police station or 
call 0300 333 4444.”

20 local names on 
BNP members list 


THE identities of 20 members of the 
right-wing British National Party 
living in and around the Harlow area 
were revealed this week when their 
details were included in a leaked list 
posted on the internet. 

The document gives the names, 
addresses, telephone numbers, email 
addresses and, in some cases, 
occupations of all those who were 
registered with, or donated, to the 
party last year. 

Of the 20 local members included on 
the list, 11 lived in Harlow, two in 
Roydon, two in Sawbridgeworth and 
five in Epping. 

They included a firefighter, a retired 
historian and teacher, an airline pilot 
and a plumber. Seven were also listed 
as being party activists, the youngest 
of whom was just 17. 

Following the leak, Harlow’s 
Conservative parliamentary 
candidate Rob Halfon told the Star 
he was “shocked and appalled” by 
the revelations. 

“I’m very upset to learn that 20 local 
people are members of the BNP,” he 
said. “It’s a shameful organisation 
and despicable in its aims. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell agreed, 
adding: “While of course anyone has 
the right to join any political party 
they wish, I absolutely reject the 
racist and often violent policies which 
underpin the values of the BNP and I 
call on others to do the same.”

A MAN had his jaw broken in two 
places when he was attacked in 
front of his son for refusing to buy 
alcohol for teenage thugs.

A spokesman for the Harlow Community 
Alcohol Partnership Campaign, whieh 
involves Harlow Couneil, Essex Trading 
Standards and Essex Poliee and is eurrently 
working to crack down on underage aleohol 
sales and eonsumption in the town, 
deseribed the ineident as shoeking. 

“The man should be praised for his refusal 
to buy them aleohol and no-one deserves to 
be hit in the faee for it,” said a spokesman.

The Community Alcohol Partnership is 
aetively implementing a number of opera¬ 
tions that are aimed at redueing both under¬ 


age aeeess to aleohol and eonsumption in 
publie plaees. It is hoped this work will help 
reduce the likelihood of a similar incident 
happening again. 

“Young people need to be aware that 
drinking aleohol eould put them in extreme 
danger,” the spokesman added.

Cable repair cuts power to homes 


SCORES of homes were left with¬ 
out power after workmen damaged 
an underground electricity cable. 

People living in parts of 
Kingsmoor Road, Milwards, 
Southern Way and Watersmeet, 
Harlow found themselves in the 
dark for several hours on Monday 
while engineers worked to fix the 
cable. 

The damage was caused at 
1 lam and engineers cut the power 
to homes throughout the afternoon 
to allow repair work to take place. 

They worked through the 
evening to replace the damaged 


section and restored supplies to all 
properties affected by 10.30pm. 

A spokeswoman for EDF 
Energy Networks said: “We are 
committed to providing a reliable 
supply of electricity anft in a bid to 
reduce the number of interruptions 
caused by contractors damaging 
underground cables, actively 
encourage firms undertaking work 
to contact us in advance for advice 
and cable locating maps to help 
them avoid our caWes. 

“This is vital for their own safe¬ 
ty as well as for the security of 
electricity supplies.”

Mum's payout 
for skin cancer 
diagnosis error 

A MOTHER-of-two who was left with mul¬ 
tiple scars from surgery after being wrongly 
diagnosed with skin cancer has been award¬ 
ed £15,000 in compensation. 

Katie Andreou (28), who lives in the 
Netteswell area of Harlow, was awarded the 
amount in an out-of-court settlement with 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust. 

Mrs Andreou had six moles removed after 
she was told she had malignant melanoma 
following surgery to remove one from her 
shin. 

However, it later emerged the initial diag¬ 
nosis was incorrect and that her pathology 
report - a document which forms a basis for 
diagnosis - was not finalised. 

This week Mrs Andreou said: “The sur¬ 
gery that I had to remove seven moles left 
me with red scars, making me very self-con¬ 
scious about exposing my arms and legs. The 
scars have now faded but the whole experi¬ 
ence will stay with me for a very long time.” 

Her solicitor, James Bell, said: “Had Mrs 
Andreou known that her pathology slide was 
under review she would not have proceeded 
with the excision of the six other moles until 
a definitive diagnosis of malignant 
melanoma. 

“The classification of the mole as a 
melanoma represents an unacceptable error 
which breached the duty of care to Mrs 
Andreou.” 

A PAH spokesman said it apologised to 
Mrs Andreou.

Freedom and morality are not about left 
and right, they're about right and wrong 


SIR, The Bill Rammell who campaigned for 
election to Parliament in the early 1990s was a 
vigorous champion for people’s rights and 
freedoms and an opponent of the abuse of power. 
For him now to label such concerns as right-wing 
{Letters, November 6) is further evidence of how 
completely Labour has lost direction since its 
election to office in 1997. 

Bill tells us that, on his last tour of duty in the 
Foreign Office, he was reassured that officials 
were aware of the allegations about abuses at 
Abu Ghraib. Yet several months later Tony Blair 
told Parliament he had known nothing about it. 
Meanwhile, the Law Lords’ recent ruling against 
allowing the Chagos Islanders to return home to 
Diego Garcia is a tragic decision. Since the 
Chagossians were turfed out of their homeland 
decades ago to make room for American militaiy 
activity, successive governments - including this 
one - have treated them scandalously despite 
opposition from the United Nations. 

Instead of welcoming this decision. Bill and his 
Labour colleagues should be enabling these 
people to return home. They should also come 
clean about the rendition activity on these islands 
and elsewhere where British soil has been used 
for US flights transferring terror suspects to 
countries that use torture. 

The landslide victory of Barack Obama in the 
recent presidential election at least offers hope of 
change in American foreign policy, but we 
shouldn’t have to wait for the American election

Betrayal of principles 

SIR, I know we shouldn’t be surprised at the 
hypocrisy of politicians but Bill Rammell’s latest 
letter accusing the Liberal Democrats of taking a 
step to the right and out-Torying the Tories is 
ridiculous {Letters, November 6). 

He knows I oppose any such shift to the right but 
it is his so-called New Labour government which 
has moved all political debate to the right and 
betrayed all the principles his party ever had. It 
would take a massive Lib Dem leap to place 
them right of the New Labour let alone the 
Conservative Party. 

He claims his first priority has been Harlow but I 
beg to disagree.

will be open to computer 
loss now common in 
Government and, finally, 
voting in favour of non- 
democratic foundation 
hospitals and student top-up 
fees. 

He has supported the 
Government’s failure to 
provide sufficient money to 
local councils instead of non- 
democratic quangos and has 
remained uncritical whilst 
the rich have been allowed to 
become richer and the poor 
to become poorer, so that the 
gap between them is now 
greater than ever since 
Victorian times. 

He claims that his being in 
the upper levels of 
Government has allowed him 
more influence to get things 
done for Harlow. So this is 
how New Labour 
government is managed - 
who you know is more 
important than need!

SIR, With reference to your article "Cut speed to prevent a 
tragedy" (Star, November 6), when will Essex County 
Council's highways department introduce more positive 
criteria for speed reduction than numbers of serious 
accidents? 

Unfortunately, moving the SOmph speed limit further up 
Harlow Road, Roydon, does not affect the speed at East End. 
We are a community of 20 houses on the western edge of 
Harlow. 

There are two farm turnings, a dangerous corner, a 
dangerous layby, bends and driveways, difficult verges for 
walkers, a considerable volume of fast traffic and no speed 
limit. Families with pushchairs, cyclists and walkers are very 
seriously disadvantaged. 

We want the county council to have practical policies for 
encouraging walking, cycling and safe driving along our 
roads, not just taking action after serious accidents have 
occurred.

EERA is discussing a long 
list of demands from across 
the region - 38 new schemes 
have been submitted for 
funding over the next five 
years - but the Harlow 
bypass is not even on this 
list.

That’s simply not enough. 

A Harlow bypass is 
somewhere on another future 
wish list of a further 60 
schemes and is estimated 
will cost £200m alone.

I 
hate to tell him but 
Ropemakers have said that 
they have not committed to 
fund specific infrastructure. 
So we are told we need to 
accept the housing to get a 
bypass but one isn’t likely 
very soon. Didn’t Bill 
Rammell and all the council 
leaders say that infrastructure 
needs to be in place before or 
at the same time as the 
houses or was that just a 
dream as well?

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Political activist and 
former councillor dies 


FORMER Harlow 
councillor Bill Hanley 
has died at the age of 
89. 

Mr Hanley, who was 
born in Dundee and 
served in the Royal 
Army Pay Corps 
during the Second 
World War, passed 
away at his East Park 
home on Thursday. 

He was well known for 
holding strong left- 
wing views and met his 
wife, Wilhelmina, at a 
socialist camp in 
Holland in 1947. 

After living there for 
several years they 
returned to Britain and 
he obtained work as a 
clerk in the Port of 
London. They moved to 
Harlow in 1957. 

Mr Hanley was an 
active supporter of the 
Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament and the 
Independent Labour 
Party, standing as a 
candidate the party in 
a Parliamentary by- 
election in Leyton in 
1965. 

In 1980 he joined the 
Labour Party and was 
elected as local 
councillor, holding 
various posts including 
chairman of the 
housing committee and 
the Latton Bush Area 
Committee. 

For a number of years 
he served as a trustee

and governor of 
Fawbert and Barnard 
School in Old Harlow 
and remained in touch 
with the school even 
after his retirement. He 
set up an annual prize 
in memory of his wife, 
a teacher at the school, 
after she died in 1968. 
In more recent years 
health problems 
confined him to his 
home but he continued 
to follow political 
events meticulously. 

He is survived by his 
son and daughter-in- 
law, Bill and Bridget 
Hanley, and their twin 
daughters, Lucy and 
Kirsty, who live in 
north Derbyshire. 


Outdoor centre to 
scale new heights

AFTER an 11-month wait, 
Harlow finally has one of 
the UK’s top climbing facil¬ 
ities after a massive cash 
injection transformed its 
outdoor pursuits centre. 

The finishing touches have 
been put to the £1.6m revamp 
and the centre, in Burnt Mill 
Lane, will be open to the public 
next week. 

The centrepiece of the project, 
details of which were first revealed 
by the Star last December, is a new 
13.5m (44ft) high climbing wall 
covering 1,000 sq m (10,764 sqft). It 
is the largest of its kind in the south 
east. 

As well as the climbing wall the 
centre will now run a variety of 
land-based pursuits and activities 
including high and low ropes, 
scramble net, mountain biking, 
mountain boarding, problem solv¬ 
ing, orienteering and archery. 

It will also make the most of its 
location on the banks of the River 
Stort, by continuing to offer kayak¬ 
ing, canoeing, raft building and 
dragon boating. 

Another addition to the building 
is a coffee shop for visitors. 

The refurbishment, funded jointly

making an average weekly profit of 
just £154. 

“We believe [the closures] will 
enable Action for Children to refo¬ 
cus our funds and efforts on more 
core activities that make a demon¬ 
strable and positive difference to the 
lives of children, young people and 
their families across the UK,” she 
added. 

“We would like to thank all of our 
staff and volunteers who have support¬ 
ed Action for Children through our 
retail outlets. 

“We are currently doing all that 
we can to find alternative opportuni¬ 
ties for those who would like to con¬ 
tinue being involved with the organ¬ 
isation or the sector.” 


Contractors step in to fix 
elderly couple's faulty tap 


AN elderly couple who were left 
high and dry when they were told 
by Harlow Council that it would 
not repair a faulty tap in their 
bathroom now have running 
water.

D ancing may be 

enjoying something of 
a renaissance with 
twinkle-toed celebrities 
hitting the floor in various 
televised competitions, but 
in the 1950s Harlow was 
creating its own TV dance 
stars courtesy of Harlequin 
dance hall. 

The centre, in The Stow, is now a 
snooker club but in its day, and 
under the watchful eye of dance 
club organisers Tina and Jimmy 
Lellows, youngsters made a name 
for themselves in the ultra- 
competitive world of dance, 
winning the All British Rock 
And Roll Championships which 
was aired on ITV 
John Teahan (68), of The Downs, 
Harlow, was one of the Harlequin 
Teenagers who strutted their stuff in 
front of the cameras to win the title 
in 1957 or ’58. 

“It was brilliant, my mum and dad 
were so proud,” he said.

NHS dentist 
needs you!

HEALTH chiefs have launch¬ 
ed a new campaign to put a 
smile on the faces of people 
sick to the back teeth of 
struggling to find an NHS 
dentist. 

Dentists in Harlow have been 
working with the West Essex 
Primary Care Trust to open up the 
town’s dental surgeries to improve 
aeeessibility for both adults and 
ehildren and reassure patients that 
going private is not the only rem¬ 
edy for persistent toothaehe. 

The trust has set a target of helping 
a further 10,000 people living across 
the district to access NHS dental care 
within the next financial year by pro¬ 
viding more appointments and 
improving awareness. The Open For 
Business scheme will benefit from 
year-on-year investment of around 
£800,000. 

A new helpline has been set up to 
provide callers with details of their 
nearest dental practices, opening 
times, costs for NHS dental treatment 
and what kind of treatment they can 
expect. 

There will also be a poster and 
leaflet campaign targeting GP surger¬ 
ies, health centres, pharmacies and 
even bus stops to remind members of 
the public of the importance of oral 


hygiene. 

And the trust hopes the initiative 
will clear up some of the misconcep¬ 
tions about NHS dental services. 

“The biggest challenge we face is 
in altering the public perception of 
dentists,” said locality director Toni 
Coles. 

“People think there is a shortage of 
NHS practices, they think treatments 
are prohibitively expensive and they 


think they have to register with a sur¬ 
gery in a particular catchment area. 

“But the reality is that many prac¬ 
tices are undersubscribed, the costs 
aren’t anywhere near as high as peo¬ 
ple think and, unlike GP surgeries, 
you don’t need to live within a certain 
area to register with a dentist.”

Jobless total 
'not accurate'

BUSINESS chiefs are urging 
Harlow Council to launch a major

The Essex branch of the 
Federation of Small Businesses 
has written a letter to the council 
officials highlighting the fact that 
almost 600 firms in the district do 
not claim the £3,500 business rate 
relief they are entitled to.

Mr Rammell said his own 
Government figures reflected the 
number of people in a particular area 
claiming jobseekers allowance and is 
the most up-to-date, accurate data for 
measuring levels of unemployment. 

According to those figures, the 
unemployment total in Harlow stood 
at 1,643 last month, equivalent to 
three per cent of the town’s working 
population. 

That figure reflected a 0.7 per cent 
rise since 2005 but was still less than 
the amount of people unemployed in 
1997 which stood at 1,712. 

Mr Rammell attributed the rise to 
“economic turbulence”, adding: 
“Anyone who says that at a time of 
acute economic crisis that we can 
protect ourselves from unemploy¬ 
ment is deluding themselves.” 

He also said he welcomed the 
recent Government announcement 
that over £100m of new investment 
will be put aside to help retrain peo¬ 
ple who have been made redundant. 

He will also push for the 
Government to step up its Rapid 
Response Service which helps work¬ 
ers facing a major redundancy by 
enhancing Jobcentre Plus services, 
to give real help to deal with signifi¬ 
cant redundancies when they hit 
local areas. 


Firms miss out on £2m rate relief

West Essex NHS dentists - open for business 

DENTISTS and NHS West Essex have been working together to open up dental surgeries so that more 
people - adults and children - can have an appointment and treatment by an NHS dentist. 

A helpline, 0800 78 333 96, has been set up to help people find a local dentist. Callers can get details 
for their local dentists as well as opening times, costs for NHS dental treatment and what treatment 
they can expect. 

Costs for NHS dental treatment are: 

• £16.20 - includes examination, diagnosis and preventative care. It may also include x-rays, scale and 
polish if needed, and planning for further treatment. Urgent and out-of-hours care will also cost £16.20 

• £44.60 - includes all the above plus any fillings, root canal treatment or extractions 

• £198 - includes both of the above plus more complex treatments such as crowns, dentures or bridges. 


People will pay one fee even if they have to visit the dentist more than once to complete a course of 
treatment. 

People receiving treatment from an NHS dentist will get a thorough examination of their mouth, gums 
and teeth. They will also get advice about oral hygiene and how to look after their teeth. 

Dentists will explain fully the options available and what they can get on the NHS or what needs to paid 
for privately. If people have a mix of NHS and private treatment the dentist will give them a written 
treatment plan which includes a clear explanation of the costs. 

PCT locality director Toni Coles said: A check-up lets the dentist see if you have any problems and 
helps you keep your teeth and gums healthy. 

“Having more appointments available means that local people have better access to an NHS dentist. 
We’re also making it easier for people to find out where their nearest NHS dentist is and how they can 
make an appointment. 

“This initiative is all part of the PCT’s commitment to improving access to NHS Dentistry and improving 
peoples oral health.” 


It’s your choice 

People who need to go to hospital for treatment or care can now choose which hospital they want to go 
to. All west essex GPs have access to the Choose and Book system which allows people to choose 
the hospital or clinic they attend and book the date and time. 

This choice of hospital could be one that’s closer to family and friends making it easier for them to visit. 
Or it could be one that means being seen quicker than at a local hospital. 

Kirsty Boettcher, director of strategic commissioning at NHS West Essex, said: “Choose and Book 
allows you to choose any hospital in England - NHS or independent - paid for by the NHS.” 

“If you want more time to consider your choices you can take away an appointment request letter and 
book later or book directly with the hospital over the phone.” 

There are occasions when people need to be seen more quickly, for example seeing a cancer 
specialist or if they have severe chest pain. The GP will send them to the place they will be seen most 
quickly. 

The only exception to people being able to Choose 
and Book is when they need to see a mental health 
specialist or someone about a pregnancy. 

Kirsty added: “Next time you visit your GP and 
need to be referred to a specialist talk to them 
about the choices available to you.” 


Shorter waiting times for your treatment 

It was not long ago that waiting months for care and treatment in hospitals was the norm. NHS West 
Essex has been working with local hospitals to make sure that this changes. 

Now when a GP refers someone to a specialist, their care and treatment will be carried out within 18 
weeks. This includes hospital appointments, tests, scans and other procedures which may be 
necessary. 

To be seen within 18 weeks patients need to make sure they are available for appointments, tests and 
treatments. They will be given the opportunity to agree the date and time of their visits. 

Dr Rory McCrea, NHS West Essex’s medical director, said: “Nowadays patients get faster access to 
treatment and care meaning earlier relief of pain and discomfort. 

“They have an important part to play in making sure that their treatment plan goes smoothly and 
without delay. When they book their first appointment they will need to make sure they are available 
during the 18 weeks to attend any appointments. So for example if they have a holiday or special event 
planned during the 18 week period they should tell their GP.” 

Anyone unable to attend an agreed appointment or go for their treatment should tell the hospital 
immediately so their appointment can be offered to someone else. 

Those who do not turn up for their first appointment or who cancel should be aware that they may be 
sent back to their GP or might have to start the process over again.

Dad's ad plea 
to stub it

A LORRY driver who was per¬ 
suaded to quit smoking by his 
12-year-old son is hoping to get 
more people to kick the habit 
by featuring in an advertising 
campaign. 

Paul McLoughlin (45), from Har¬ 
low, was a 40-a-day smoker until he 
gave up eigarettes with the help of 
the NHS West Essex stop smoking 
team after his son Liam told him he 
was seared by his wheezy ehest. 

Now he is one of the sueeessful former 
smokers whose story is being told in a 
series of radio adverts being run by NHS 
West Essex to inspire more people to 
quit. The ads eoineide with the national 
Smokefree eampaign and portray the 
fears children have of their parents dying 
from smoking. 

Mr McLoughlin, who was a smoker 
for 30 years, said he tried to stop on 
numerous occasions without success. 

“I was working nights for a while and 
I would get back in the morning and 
watch a bit of news on the TV or sleep on 
the couch and wait for the family to get 
up,” he said. 

“One morning Liam came down and 
woke me because he was quite alarmed at 
the noise my lungs and chest were mak¬ 
ing. It was a horrible wheeze. 

“To see the look on his face I thought 
I’d had a heart attack or something. He 


was so concerned.” 

Minutes after Liam woke his dad an 
NHS advert was shown on the televi¬ 
sion, prompting Mr McLoughlin to give 
the helpline a call. “Since then I haven’t 
looked back,” he said. 

Katie Wallis, healthy living co-ordi- 
nator for West Essex Primary Care 
Trust, said: “It’s a lifestyle change for 
people to go through and they need our 
support and the support of their family. 

“Smokers need every bit of help they 


can get. It’s not an easy thing for them to 
do. 

“We would encourage everyone to 
give up and people are four times more 
likely to give up with the support of pro¬ 
fessionals than if they try to give up 
themselves.”

For those too young to remember 
the implosion of the free-lovin'

How four lads from Harlow 
manage to muster up such an ear- 
bleedingly brilliant racket without 
so much as a beard between them 
I’ll never know, but I can be sure 
you won’t listen to a more talented 
bunch of virtuosos for some time.

about any of the six tracks on 
Breakneck Rumba but to dismiss 
the mighty Coda as a bunch of 
retrograde wannabe musos is to 
miss the point entirely.

Ford Granadas and Cuban cigars, 
but their youthful exuberance and 
never-say-die tenacity are the 


qualities that really shine through. 
From the moment Cough It Up 
tears out of the speakers like a 
ravenous greyhound released from 
the trap, the pace rarely lets up 
through the swirling rock behemoth 
of Strike Up The Band and the 
schizophrenic stop-start cacophony 
of Devil Don't Care. 

Shifting up a gear for the breakneck

Mist's monsters are on the inside 



THE MIST 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail & rental) 

Considering he’s long been the pre-eminent author 
in his field, Stephen King’s books have a patchy 
record in being adapted for the screen. 

For every success such as Carrie or The Dead Zone, 
there are a fistful of clunky misses like Firestarter, 
Children Of The Corn, The Lawnmower Man, Silver 
Bullet, The Running Man and Maximum Overdrive, 
his self-helmed crack at adapting the short story 
Trucks. 

Even top-ranking genre directors John Carpenter 
{Christine) and Stanley Kubrick {The Shining) failed 
to capture the unique quality of his writing that’s 
helped make him a global name. 

A big part of the problem has been the by-the- 
numbers Hollywood approach to adapting novels, 
stripping the story down to its bare skeleton and 
then fleshing it back out movie-style. 

The thing is. King’s plots are seldom his big selling 
points (haunted car, vampire on the loose, psychics 
with apocalyptic visions, small town werewolves), 
it’s the credible characters with which he populates 
them, their flaws and conversational nuances, that 
bring his tales to life - and which are usually the first 
aspect to be jettisoned. 

Frank Darabont went a long way to changing all that 
when he directed The Shawshank Redemption 
(1994), his prison-set drama of grace under pressure 
and the triumph of the human spirit deftly skating 
the fine line between solid decency and schmaltz by 
understanding that it’s the people not the plot that 
matters. 

He showed a similar knack when adapting The 
Green Mile (1999) and looked set to be the go-to 
guy for faithful adaptations of the less horrific side of 
King’s output. 

Here he shows it’s possible to blend richly textured 
character work with a sense of creeping dread and 
bursts of jaw-dropping horror to incredibly powerful 
effect - The Mist isn’t just a great riff on ’50s 
monster movies and the best King horror adaptation 
to date, it’s a serious contender for the best horror 
movie of the last decade, maybe longer. 

On the morning after a wild storm, artist/everyman 
Dave Drayton (Thomas Jane) drives his son Billy 
(Nathan Gamble) and frosty neighbour (Andre 
Braugher) into Castle Rock’s supermarket for 
supplies, only to find himself and his fellow 
shoppers under siege when a curious mist engulfs 
the town. A mist with shadowy things lurking in it. 
Very bad things. 

After a teenage boy dies horribly in a loading bay 
(“... what the hell were those tentacles even 
attached to?”), the enormity of their plight closes in 
and the store’s occupants begin to fracture and 
schism, some like surprisingly capable bag boy Ollie 
(Toby Jones) and city girl Amanda (Laurie Holden) 
falling in with Drayton while others, seeing the veil 
of reality shredded before them, relapse into a 
primal panic and cleave to unhinged evangelist Mrs 
Carmody (Marcia Gay Harden) and her messianic 
prophecies of doom and hellfire. 

The creatures glimpsed in the miasma are by turns 
weird, awe-inspiring and terrifying but Darabont 
smartly keeps the human monsters at the forefront. 


cranking up a palpable tension as he gets career- 
best turns from a cast playing it to perfection. 

And then there’s the ending - few films have ever 
had the courage to hit a note of such devastating 
bleakness and then go on to surpass it with a 
genuine tremor of horror. 

Shamefully denied a decent theatrical release and 
long-delayed arriving on DVD, The Mist deserves a 
far wider audience.

1 first caught Eric Idle’s spot-on parody of The 
Beatles as a teenager and cracked up at the sheer 
Python-esque silliness of the Prefab Four, from the 
ludicrous asides and comedy names to the famous 
faces such as John Belushi, Bill Murray, Paul Simon 
and Mick Jagger going along with the gag. 

Three decades later and the real rats in the Rat 
Keller, Leggy Mountbatten and Idle’s accident-prone 
links are still funny, but what really shines out is the 
sheer craftsmanship of the superb songs by Neil 
Innes. 

The likes of 0-U-C-H!, With A Girl Like You, Love 
Life, Cheese And Onions, Piggy In The Middle, / 

Must Be In Love and Let’s Be Natural sound so 
authentic they could have been written and 
performed by the real thing, save for the sly, 
affectionate tone of parody. 

The performances, too, are spot-on, with Innes’ Ron 
Nasty capturing Lennon’s acerbic edge while Idle’s 
Dirk McQuickly has McCartney’s fey ways down to a 
tee.

FREE ZONE 

(Bluebell Films, 15, retail) 

French director Amos Gitai’s dissection of the Middle 
East’s longest running and evidently least soluble 
conflict opens with the bold flourish of a single take 
in close-up of Natalie Portman sobbing her eyes out 
in the back of a cab for about 10 minutes. 

As she does so, what sounds like the pop version of 
an Israeli folk song along the lines of “Big fleas have 
little fleas upon their backs to bite ’em ...” plays out 
and the viewer is left wondering who she is, what 
she’s crying about and why we should care. 

It’s an early flavour of the rest of the film as her 
character Rebecca, an American left heartbroken by 
her European lover, takes a long taxi ride with a 
Jewish cabbie into the free trade area of the title to 
collect a debt and, eventually, cross paths with a 
Palestinian woman. 

Despite his characters serving as little more than 
blunt ciphers for Israel’s protracted conflict, Gitai 
seems to have as little fresh to say about it as they 
do and the last part of the film winds down into 
predictable and myopic cliche. But maybe that’s the 
point. 

On the positive side, the three actresses give 
interesting performances and Hanna Ben Moshe is 
particularly good as the pragmatic cabbie.

Rate cut is a positive 
step towards recovery 


THE Bank of England recently 
announced a 1.5 per cent 
reduction to the bank base rate in 
a bid to kick-start the economy. 
Base rates have been slashed to 
three per cent, the lowest since 
1954. 

The news follows last month's 
decision to cut interest rates by 
0.5 per cent following which a 
number of lenders were criticised 
for not passing on the savings to 
their customers. 

The recent decision to reduce 
base rates will immediately 
benefit many existing mortgage 
customers on variable and base 
rate tracker products. A number 
of major lenders have also 
announced that they will pass on 
the savings by reducing their 
standard variable rates.

Y OU can be forgiven for 
arriving late to a party 
if you bring along 
something nice. 

A fine example is Ford and its 
Kuga SUV While not the first 
compact soft-roader to hit the 
market, it’s certainly one of the 
better ones. 

Keeping it Ford-themed, Volvo - 
the Swedish firm is owned by the 
mighty Blue Oval - thought it 
would be a good idea to make an 
appearance at the compact 
sports utility party. It’s become 
quite a gathering in recent years, 
and industry watchers have 
become all too keen to criticise 
sub-standard offerings. 

Mirroring Ford’s ‘better late 
than never’ philosophy, Volvo’s 
contribution is the XC60. The 
company has form in the sport 
utility market; its larger XC90 
has been a roaring success and 
continues to be the first choice of 
many seeking seven seats in a 
safe, stylish and surprisingly 
capable package. 

Describing the XC60 as the 
XC90’s baby brother is perfectly 
acceptable. The familiar Volvo 
styling cues are all there, only 
this time with a modern twist. 
Boasting elements from the XC90 
and the more recently updated 
XC70, the XC60 projects a softer 
image than its bigger brother. 

It’s fair to say that, what with the 
high cost of motoring and the 
desire of many to present a less 
conspicuous side to their 
consumption activities, the XC60 
could easily be seen as the more 
acceptable face of the premium 
SUV stereotype. Volvo is 
certainly wise to the fact that 
many have admired the XC90 but 
thought it offered too much of 
everything. 

Well now there’s no excuse. And 
to further sweeten the deal, the 
car comes with a wealth of 
standard and optional safety kit 
way beyond that of a 
conventional family car. 

Mindful that the majority of 
shunts take place at a crawl, 
Volvo has devised a ‘City Safety’ 
system that monitors the car in 
front and will brake the XC to a 
halt if your speed is under 
18mph. Over that speed and the 
car will do its best to slow you 
down enough so as to minimise 
the damage to you, the car in 
front and its occupants. 

Factor in the usual slew of 
electronic traction aids, a special 
ESP-like system to keep 
whatever you’re towing in check 
plus a lane-keep assistant to 
gently remind you if you wander 
and it’s clear that Volvo is in no 
mood to relinquish its hard- 
fought safety reputation anytime 
soon. 

Volvo is also keen to add value to 
the SUV sector with its XC60. 

Far from being yet another 
predictable car in the 
marketplace, the XC’s interior is 
full of character and practical 
touches. 


Again, it mirrors the V70 and 
XC70 with its measured use of 
naturally treated wood finishes 
and alternative metal trims. Seat 
upholstery designs are 
surprisingly bold, while the car’s 
fascia is subtly angled towards 
the driver, BMW-style, in a nod to 
its agile nature. 

Volvo is keen to create a positive 
first impression with the XC60 
when it comes to performance, 
and as such there’s a pair of 
willing five-cylinder diesel 
engines and a performance- 
orientated six-cylinder petrol 
unit. 


The latter possesses, as you 
would expect, something of a 
niche appeal. It’s hard to fault its 
performance - quick, responsive, 
refined - but if you’re watching 
the pennies the diesel units will 
always come first. 

In the case of the high-spec D5 
unit, and when mated to the 
optional auto gearbox, progress 
is smooth and pleasingly brisk. 
In 183bhp form, the motor proves 
more than capable of keeping up 
with city traffic and happily 
cruises at motorway speeds all 
day long. The engine’s generous 
reserves of torque (2951b/ft from 


2,000rpm) should also make 
towing and traversing rough or 
slippery ground equally 
effortless. 

And that’s the thing about 
Volvo’s XC60: it’s such an easy 
car to drive and no doubt 
destined to be a painless car to 
own. The car’s cabin is light, 
airy and spacious while the boot 
is wide, flat and accommodating. 
Fold down the rear seats and 
active types will have no trouble 
carrying bikes, surfboards and 
the like. 

Being an SUV the driving 


position is a lofty one, ensuring 
visibility fore and aft is first 
rate. And with Volvo’s 
reputation for sound cabin 
ergonomics, all the major 
controls are intuitive and close 
to hand. 

Available in three trim levels 
and boasting a generous amount 
of standard equipment plus a 
raft of attractive options, Volvo 
may have been beaten to the 
winning post, but the 
fashionably late arrival of the 
X60 can be excused on the 
grounds that it’s a first-rate 
proposition.
